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Charles Wilmoth named 
new chief of police

The city council Monday 
night unanimously selected 
Charles E. Wilmoth, 54, as the 
new Romulus Public Safety 
Director. 

Wilmoth, who will resign as 
Chief of Police in Garden City, 
a position he has held for eight 
years, will leave that post to 
accept the Romulus position on 
March 10, he said. 


Wilmoth replaced former 
Romulus Chief of Police Don 
Flood, fired by Mayor Beverly 
^McAnally last November. 

In presenting her choice of a 
public safety director to the 
city council, McAnally said 
that Wilmoth’s “experience as 
a command officer in Garden 
City’' was one reason he stood 
out from the list of applicants 
for the position. 

Wilmoth was a command 
officer in Garden City for 21 


years. He had been chief of 
police during the last eight 
years. 

“We feel he will be an asset to 
our department,” McAnally 
said. “We’re pleased to have a 
man of Chuck Wilmoth’s sta¬ 
ture come to our community.” 

Wilmoth said he hopes to 
“fulfill all the dreams” McA¬ 
nally has for the department. 

The mayor conducted a 
three-month search for a new 
public safety director, includ¬ 
ing 54 applicants from as far 
away as Alaska. 

A review board consisting of 
Councilman William Wads¬ 
worth, Acting Chief of Police 
John Lewis and Jamil Akhtar, re¬ 
commended the finalist, McA¬ 
nally said. 

His term of employment, as 
stated in a contract drawn up 
by the city attorney, will run 
concurrent with the office of 
the mayor. Similar conditions 
existed for Flood, for which 
some controversy was raised 
when he was dismissed during 
the mayor’s second term. 

Wilmoth, who resides in Gar¬ 
den City, said he would first 
“ascertain whether I will be 
accepted by community” be¬ 
fore making any decisions ab¬ 
out moving into the cityk 

“Because of the hatumbf the 
job, I’d like to wait ;ipl see 
first,” he said. “It’s ycnrd to 
make a judgement. v(\ like to 
be a part of the community.” 

As the second public safety 
director for the city since the 
inception of the police and fire 
department in 1981, Wilmoth 
will head a police force of 40 
officers in addition to a volun¬ 
teer fire department. 

He holds a bachelor of scien¬ 
ce degree and an associate of 
arts degree in law enforcement 
and protection from Mercy Col¬ 
lege in Detroit. 

He also holds a certificate in 
executive level training from 
Northwestern University in 
Illinois. 

He was crucial in the de¬ 
velopment of a central dis¬ 
patch for police and fire com¬ 
munications in Garden City, a

Lucas, commissioners 
argue about troopers’ fate

A vote by the Wayne County 
Commissioners has temporari¬ 
ly allowed state troopers sta¬ 
tioned at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport to remain at that facil¬ 
ity pending further action by 
the county executive. 

The 12-0-2 decision, entered 
by the members of the board 
Feb. 20, means that the deci¬ 
sion of county executive Wil¬ 
liam Lucas to remove the 
troopers from their present 
station at the airport to a new 
location on Middlebelt Road, 
was overrode and remains on 
hold until the commissioners 
and Lucas come to an agree¬ 
ment on who has the authority 
to dictate placement of the 
troopers. 

Lucas has 10 days in which to 
respond by either vetoing the 


ordinance or, as one spokesper¬ 
son from his office stated, 
“ignoring it.” 

“The state troopers provide 
Wayne County with hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in free 
aid,” said Commissioner John 
Hertell. “It’s really not fair to 
the public to remove them from 
the airport site when, at a time 
when terrorism is increasing at 
airports and with an increase 
in drug trafficking, we need all 
the police there, not less.” 

Hertell, who said that com¬ 
missioners were notified of the 
impending eviction of the 
troopers “by the media,” said 
that the recently-passed ordi¬ 
nance “is the law of the 
county.” 

According to Lucas’s office 
spokesperson Mike Conway, 
Lucas is expected to veto the 
measure next week. 

“If Mr. Lucas is not going to 


obey the law of the county, we 
will take him to court,” Hertell 
said. 

State police Major Lewis 
Smith said Monday that he ex¬ 
pected Lucas to veto the ordi¬ 
nance. 

“I’m not totally familiar with 
Wayne County government,” 
Smith said, “but I would expect 
he would veto it. I anticipate 
that the county board will over¬ 
ride his veto with a two-thirds 
vote.” 

If Lucas vetos the measure, 
said Hertell, “we will override 
it with 10 votes.” 

In question is whether the 
county executive can “dictate 
policy” without addressing the 
commissioners, Hertell said. 

Lucas contends, Conway 
said, that the ordinance is not 
an “appropriately passed ordi¬ 
nance”.

Local mother angered over son’s injury at junior high

Cindy Harkai was ready to 
accept the fact that her son was 
badly injured during an attack 
at the junior high last fall— 
afterall, schools are often bee¬ 
hives of delinquent behavior. 

And she was ready to accept 
the fact that her son, who was 
certified learning impaired af¬ 
ter more than seven years in 
the school system, would prob¬ 
ably not return to day classes 
because he was so frightened. 

But when she read in the 
newspaper last week that 
school administrators failed to 
recognize her 16-year-old son’s 
plight of dealing with scars and 
emotional damage, she 
couldn’t help but cry out. 

“I was shocked when I read 
that Dr. Bedell thought it was a 
20-year-old drop-out involved 
in the incident last fall,” Har¬ 
kai said. “Everyone knows it 
was John-why didn’t he?” 

On Feb. 17, Superintendent of 
Schools William Bedell issued 
a fact sheet on his findings of 
violence in the schools, promp¬ 
ted by parents worries over 
several incidents at both the 
junior high and high school. 

In his report, Bedell stated 
that “...the young man hit with 
a bottle at the football game 
was wandering around in front 
of the Junior High School. He can¬ 


not identify his assailants. He did 
not enter the game at any time.. 

“Initially, I didn’t tie the two 
together ,” Bedell said. “I 
asked the people at the school 
about it. They told me the kid 
was a drop-out. I really didn’t 
know that the Harkai kid was 
the one hit with the bottle.” 

Harkai claims that her son 
entered the game with a 
friend and that they were both 
leaving when the friend indi¬ 
cated to her son that he should 
proceed to the car and wait for 
him there. 

“That’s when three black 
boys approached him in the 
school parking lot and said 
‘What’s your name?’ John re¬ 
sponded that everyone called 
him ‘Bobo’,’’ Harkai said. 
“Then they asked him if he 
knew Donny Turner. John said 
‘yes’ and they suddenly began 
hitting him in the face.” 

Turner, a Romulus student, 
was apparently involved in a 
scuffle with another boy and 
both were subsequently sus¬ 
pended. 

A police report filed Oct. 4, 
1985 indicated that the three 
assailants, none of whom have 
yet been identified, struck John 
Harkai with a bottle, which 
eventually shattered and 
caused glass fragments to be¬ 
come imbedded in John’s face. 

Two operations later with 


another impending, Cindy said 
her son still remains at home. 
School administrators con¬ 
tacted her just last week about 
returning her son to adult 
education classes.

Saying he would prosecute 
again if he ever had to, Council- 
man Barry Baumann reluc¬ 
tantly accepted the decision of 
a Washtenaw County jury that 
returned a verdict of not guilty 
against the man Baumann ac¬ 
cused of sexually assaulting 
him last October. 

“I would go through the court 
proceedings again,” Baumann 
said. “This bothers me but I 
know I did the right thing even 
though it was really tough.” 

Baumann, who said he has 
received psychological help 
since the he was allegedly 
abducted, sexually assaulted 
and left stranded after his 
alledged assailant stole his car 
in Ypsilanti Township Oct. 27, 
1985, said that the publicity has 
“not hurt his career” as a 
politician in Romulus. 

“The support of the commun¬ 
ity has been great,” Baumann 
admitted shortly after the ver¬ 
dict was delivered. “The way I 


“When it happened, I called 
Mr. Baldwin at the school and 
he told me if John came and 
picked out the assailants, he 
would put them on three-day 
suspension,” Harkai remem¬ 


bered. “I said, ‘three days’. 
What kind of punishment is 
that for hurting my son the way 
they did? He just told me that 
was all he could do.”

console myself is by re¬ 
membering that had I not gone 
through with this and someone 
else down the line got hurt, I 
could never forgive myself.” 

Jeffrey Lee Hammond, the 
25-year-old Ypsilanti man 
police held in custody for the 
incident, was cleared of two of 
three charges Feb.. 20 after a 
two-day trial. 

The male and female jury 
found Hammond innocent of 
the charges of armed robbery 
and first-degree criminal sex¬ 
ual conduct but guilty of auto 
theft. 

He was apprehended by Ohio 
police shortly after the 1:45 
a.m. incident. He was driving 
Baumann’s automobile, police 
said. Hammond told police at 
the time that Baumann had 
loaned him the car. 

Washtenaw County Sheriff 
Det. Lloyd Stamper said Mon¬ 
day that it was a question of the 
jury “not believing’’ 
Baumann’s claim that he was 
attacked. 

“I think they just felt it was 


mutually-consented upon,” 
Stamper said. “(The prosecu¬ 
tion) asked Baumann if the in¬ 
cident embarrassed him (as a 
politician) and he responded 
“no”-that kind of hurt him. I’d 
say.” 

Public defender Walter 
White agreed. 

“The real problem the pro¬ 
secution had was that there 
were so many things not real 
believable,’’ he said. 
“(Baumann) claimed he had 
left a gay bar alone that my 
client found his way to the other 
side of (Baumann’s) car where 
he supposedly had a knife that 
(Baumann) never did see-I find 
that a little implausible.” 

White said that discrepan¬ 
cies found between witness 
testimony and Baumann led to 
the not-guilty verdict. 

White said Baumann’s claim 
that he had to “walk a mile” to 
the home of Caroline and 
Frank Wahla was inaccurate. 

“It turned out that their 
house was the second door 
down from the trailer home. He

didn’t have to walk a mile in the 
cold.” 

White added that Baumann’s 
admittance in court that he had 
frequented the Flame at least 
“20 times” caused the jury to 
react skeptically about 
Baumann’s claim against 
Hammond. _ ..

Todd Nado was attacked by 
an assailant bearing a 4-inch 
dull knife while drinking with a 
fellow shipmate. 

Todd later told police that the 
man with whom he was drink¬ 
ing suddenly approached him 
from behind and began stab¬ 
bing him, eventually 55 times, 
before he fell unconscious. 

Todd said that the attack was 
apparently the result of his re¬ 
jecting the sexual advances of 
the man. 

The incident resulted in a 
five-month hospital stay. 

Naval investigators are still 
pursuing the case, they said, 
despite the fact that the perpet¬ 
rator has never been found. 

Honorable discharge from 
the Navy is usually offered to 
those who become disabled 
while in the Navy or to those* 
who become the sole family 
supporter, officials said. 

Todd’s parents, and Con¬ 
gressman Ford, contend that 
the experience has been 
psychologically damaging to 
Todd.

have to worry about him, at 
least for now.” 

The Nados contacted Con¬ 
gressman William Ford’s 
office last month to request his 
intervention into the investiga¬ 
tion surrounding Todd’s attack 
at Norfolk Naval Base in Virgi¬ 
nia July 8, 1985. 

‘‘We are still pursuing his re¬ 
lease,” said a spokesperson 
from Ford's office.

Carol Nado said that she has 
been talking to people who said 
that “Todd’s release is pretty 
much going to happen.” 

“When he gets back to his 
base, he goes for a psychologic¬ 
al evaluation and that will pret¬ 
ty much determine what hap¬ 
pens,” she explained. 

Scared and still baring the 
scars from his attack, Todd has 
been enjoying his leave by get¬ 
ting “plenty of rest and visiting 
relatives”. 

The first day home, Feb. 21, 
was “a little tense” Carol said.

Bedell said that since Harkai 
never identified his assailants, 
and subsequently, the police 
closed their case, the school 
could not administer any 
punishment. 

Harkai claims that it is not 
the lack of punishment but 
rather the lack of sensitivity 
and commitment to resolving 
what appears to be a lack of 
communication among school 
administrators that angers her 
most. 

“No one until last Thursday 
called me about returning my 
son to school,” Harkai said. 
“It’s been four months and 
John has never actually gone to 
school, because he is now 16, 
said ‘I quit.’ It’s only because of 
the amount of absenses that he 
was unofficially dropped.” 

Harkai said she receives a 
telephone call every day that 
her son is not in school remind¬ 
ing her of her son’s truancy. 
The ‘message’ she receives 
irks her. 

“I get this stupid phone call 
from a computor telling me 
‘your son John was not in 
school today’,” Harkai said. “I 
had never, until last week, had 
anyone from the school call and 
ask about John, except that 
computor.” 

“We didn’t pursue the mat¬ 
ter,” Bedell said, “because, 
legally, the boy can drop out of 
school. (Harkai) keeps saying 
that she doesn’t want him back 
in regular school. I’ve told her 
we will place him in adult 
education or we can reenroll 
him, it’s up to her.” 

Harkai said her son is afraid 
to return to school for fear that 
what happened once will 
reoccur. 

He is not the kind of kid who is 
a trouble-maker,” she said. 
“John is a follower, not a lead¬ 
er. He paid that night for a 
friend’s mistake and a lot of 
times that’s how kids will pay 
you back.” 

Harkai is considering filing a 
lawsuit against the school dis¬ 
trict and superintendent for de¬ 
nying her son an education and 
for slandering him unless a re¬ 
traction is publicly made. 

“I’m not sure where that will 
get me,” Harkai admitted, 
“but you get tired of hearing 
every incident is an ‘isolated 
incident’. Maybe this will get 
them to realize they’re not all 
isolated. 

“When you go through some¬ 
thing like this, it really doesn’t 
enter your mind that you 


should do something about it 
but when I read that in the pap¬ 
er that he was a drop-out, I just 
got mad.” 

Bedell said that John was not 
attending classes at the time 
and in his opinion, “that consti¬ 
tutes a drop-out.” 

“But maybe his parents are 
calling it absence due to fear of 
returning to school,” Bedell 
said. 

School registration records 
were unavailable. It is not 
known whether John was listed 
as an enrolled student 
at Romulus High School at the 
time. His mother said her son 
was attending classes up until 
the time of the injury. 

John Harkai has had his 
share of problems with a school 
system that, at first, refused to 
recognize that he was learning 
disabled. 

It took years of battles with 
administrators and comfirma- 
tion by outside evaluators to 
move the school board into cer¬ 
tifying him learning disabled, 
Harkai said. 

“We knew the kid needed 
help,” she said, “but they just 
kept telling us that we didn’t 
spend enough time with him.” 

With five children, Harkai 
thinks she invests enough time 
with all her children. It is the 


Samples from pipes in the 
basement of Hayti Elementary 
School on Beverly Road have 
been found to contain asbestos, 
a fiber found in some insulating 
material and known to cause 
asbestosis, a chronic lung in- 
flamation. 

The discovery, made by 
teachers and custodians, who 
noticed “stuff on the ceilings 
that looked funny,” according 
to superintendent of schools, 
William Bedell, was im¬ 
mediately analyzed and sealed 
with plastic “sleeves” to pre¬ 
vent human contact. 

The finding presents “no im¬ 
mediate danger.” 

In the past, pipes covered 
with asbestos insulation were 
wrapped in plastic sleeves, Be¬ 
dell said. There was apparent¬ 
ly no immediate danger nor 


school district that refuses to 
recognize when a child within 
the system needs help, she 
said.

have there been problems 
since the latest discovery. 

“There has been asbestos in 
the building since the place was 
built about 40 years ago,” he 
said. “We had already taped 
those pipes in 1977 and as an 
extra precaution, we used the 
sleeves. 

Bedell said those portions of 
the building where asbestos 
had been sealed was “okay” af¬ 
ter inspections in 1977 and 1982. 

“We’ve sealed up the pipes 
for the rest of the year,” he 
said, “but we probably ought to 
remove the (asbestos).” 

Romulus High School was 
found to contain asbestos in 
1982. 

The material was removed 
during the summer of 1982 at a 
cost to the school district of 
$ 100 , 000 .

Sally has worked for our de¬ 
partment, as an intern, from 
Michigan State during June, 
July and August of 1985. Our 
department is comprised of 15 
officers and a new, highly- 
educated, young police chief. 
Due to a recent change in our 
administration, our depart¬ 
ment is now functioning auton¬ 
omously and serving 15,000 re¬ 
sidents in a 2.7-square-mile 
area. Needless to say, the de¬ 
partment is suffering from up¬ 
heaval, resulting in staff and 
procedure changes. Our de¬ 
partment is non-traditional in 
nature; our officers work 12- 
hour days and in a team con¬ 
cept. Sally arrived in the de¬ 
partment during this tran¬ 
sitionary period. 

In an attempt to lend addi¬ 
tional credibility to this tribute 
to Sally, my background con¬ 
sists of 12 years in investigation 
patrol.

Although certainly not an area 
with a crime rate nearly as 
high as Detroit, we neverthe¬ 
less have our share of prob¬ 
lems. Sally was exposed to 
working with detectives, going 
to the crime lab, reading ori¬ 
ginal statements, and was pre¬ 
sent during arrests as well as 
being involved in investiga¬ 
tions. She consistently exhi¬ 
bited an ability to work well 
with people at all levels, and, 
often, in crisis situations. She 
has a deep commitment to 
helping people. 

Sally is small in stature and 


obviously, female. Despite 
these seemingly impossible 
odds, Sally was well received 
by others on the force and 
although the officers are to be 
commended for this, it was her 
communication and sensitivity 
skills that were responsible for 
her achievements in this area. 

I have spent a lot of time with 
her and have observed her 
reactions in crisis manage¬ 
ment situations, serious acci¬ 
dents and dealing with people 
in trauma. I felt totally secure 
during the times that Sally was 
my partner. I am certain that I 


can speak for the other officers 
and say that none of them 
would be reluctant to work with 
her or have her as a partner. 
Under the circumstances, this 
is a strong statement to make 
about an intern. 

I would sincerely recom¬ 
mend that her application for 
employment be considered and 
acted upon.

‘Right To Know’ 



February could be a very significant month 
for Right To Know legislation, the three-bill 
package that would give workers, firefighters 
and the public the right to know about hazar¬ 
dous chemicals to which they may be exposed. 
In fact, I am hopeful that the Chairman of the 
Senate Labor Committee, Senator Doug Cruce 
of Troy, will take the bill up in the next few 
weeks so that my colleagues can join me in 
voting to send House Bill 4111 and its two com¬ 
panion bills, HB 5250 and 5251, to the full Senate 
for a vote. 

Right To Know is an issue whose time has 
come in Michigan. 

In the past four yeai's many of us in Lansing 
have fought for this legislation which is de¬ 
signed to protect innocent people from unkno¬ 
wingly being exposed to hazardous chemicals. 
Our efforts were blocked during the last leg¬ 
islative session by business interests and Re¬ 
publican legislators who argued that Right To 
Know would add to the cost of doing business in 
Michigan. 

In 1984 a similar Right To Know package was 
approved by the House of Representatives only 
to be buried in the Republican-Democratic 
effort to force the committee to send the pack¬ 
age to the Senate floor for a vote was narrowly 
defeated along a party-line vote. Because of 
Republican opposition to the package, Michi¬ 
gan has become the last state in the nation with 
the authority to enforce federal Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration (OSHA)stan- 
dards to adopt Right To Know legislation. 

This session, the critics of Right To Know 
have finally shown a willingness to comprom¬ 
ise and negotiate on this issue. We have con¬ 
vinced Republican and business leaders that 
they have as much to gain from the Right To 
Know package as do workers. Business rec¬ 
ognizes the need to take reasonable steps to 


protect the health of employees and the public. 
By providing workers, firefighters and the pub¬ 
lic access to information about potentially 
dangerous or lethal chemicals to which they 
may be exposed, business may reduce its 
liability for injury, illness or death caused by 
those chemicals. Also, we have helped business 
leaders understand that this legislation will 
help reduce the business costs associated with 
sick pay and low productivity. 

Finally, it is widely acknowledged that the 
federal Right To Know guidelines would discri¬ 
minate against some businesses and workers 
by excluding as much as 70 percent of the 
state’s workplaces from compliance. Those 
non-manufacturing businesses exempted by 
the federal standards are perceived to have 
unfair advantage. This has convinced business 
in the state that when the federal standards are 
adopted and enforced by the package pending 
in the Senate they sould apply to all employees 
covered by the Michigan Occupational Safety 
and Health Act (MIOSHA). 

Keeping that in mind, a landmark agree¬ 
ment was reached late last year that was in¬ 
strumental in the House of Representatives’ 
unanimous approval of House Bills 4111, 5250 
and 5251. Remarkably, the interest groups on 
both sides of this issue have endorsed the pack¬ 
age in writing and to date, there has been no 
organized opposition to the package in the Sen¬ 
ate Labor Committee. I am working to make 
sure nothing delays or prevents the package 
from reaching the Senate, I am confident the 
package will be approved by the Upper Cham¬ 
ber and signed into law by a supportive Gov¬ 
ernor Blanchard. 

I am sure you join me in looking forward to 
passage of this package which will enable all of 
us to inform and protect ourselves on the 
hazardous chemicals to which we may be ex¬ 
posed.

Consequence of action 



Each day, in our hectic world, people are 
required to make decisions that have an im¬ 
pact on their own lives as well as the lives of 
others. 

More often than not, the action they choose is 
taken with little consideration for the total con¬ 
sequence of their behavior. Many times their 
action is a “knee jerk’’ type of reaction to the 
stimulus of others. 

As they taught us in physics class, “Every 
action has an equal and opposite reaction.” 
This law of physics seems to hold true in the 
world of human relations as well. When some¬ 
one takes a verbal “poke” at us, it is a basic 
instinct to return the “hostile fire’’ being 
directed toward us. If we are before an audi¬ 
ence, we finish our remarks and ask for ques¬ 
tions, and one is directed to us, we respond, 
action-reaction. If we are a pupil in class and 
the instructor calls on us to respond to a lesson 
question, we answer. Again, action-reaction. 

What keeps lawyers busy and the courts full 
is action-reaction sometimes called complaint- 
-counter complaint, testimony and cross- 
examination, cbnviction and appeal and so on. 
Sometimes the actions of others are simple in 
motivation and innocent, sometimes they are 
planned, calculated and Machiavellian in na¬ 
ture. There are others who have schemed, and 
plotted as in a large-scale game of chess, con¬ 
sidering in advance the counter moves of others 
and anticipating every possible reaction by their 
opponents, detractors or victims. 

Several things have brought all this to mind, 
although in our business we deal with lawsuits, 
threats and attempted intimidation nearly dai¬ 
ly. The threat of litigation is a nearly constant 
hazard of the profession in our attempts to 
bring you the news of the day in as unbiased a 
fashion as is within our control. 

We also deal with stories that concern the 
actions, reactions and consequences of you, the 
citizenry, jyou, the elected officials, you, the 
governmental employees, you, the business 
owners and operators, you, the union officials 


and members, you the taxpayers, students, 
elderly, doctors, lawyers and indian chiefs. 
(Are you still with me here?) 

Apart from a factual journalistic chronicle of 
the events of the day, a newspaper almost by 
definition does other things. A newspaper 
prints opinions...those of the publisher, editor, 
columnists, those of the editorial staff or man¬ 
agement-board editorials. A newspaper also 
publishes the opinions of others not affliated 
with the publication through letters to the edi¬ 
tor, or guest editorials. 

So much for the basic journalism 101 lecture. 
But the point of it all is, that it is difficult for us 
at times to understand the mechanics of events 
that we report on, the nuances, or the motives 
of those individuals or groups involved. Some¬ 
times the motives of the participants are pain¬ 
fully obvious. 

When we report on events in your world, we 
see the good and the bad, the innocent and the 
naive and we see the mystery and the question¬ 
able. Too often we also see the sad, the dis- 
asterous and the tragic. 

When we reported the death of a Romulus 
High School student, we cried inside, when we 
reported John Rogin’s plan to build a multiple 
story building in Wayne next to the five-story 
monument to government idiocy called a park¬ 
ing structure, we cheered. 

When we reported that General Motors was 
considering pulling out of Romulus, we held 
our breath and when we wrote of the Van Buren 
Republicans’ use of township postage for a fun¬ 
draiser, and their subsequent embarassment 
at the mistake, we smiled and took it in stride 
as did most of them. 

When we reported on the 1-275 rest stop 
events, we felt embarassed for those involved 
and saddened by the anticipated results of the 
revelations we had to make to fulfill our obliga¬ 
tions to you. 

And now, we report to you the demise of a 
business that is a symbol of all those who be-

Quite often, in cases of se¬ 
rious illness, patients facing 
radical medical procedures 
seek the opinion of a second 
medical expert in an effort to 
determine exactly what is 
best for them. 

That action is exactly what 
we are urging in the case of 
the People’s Community Hos¬ 
pital Authority. While a 
physician may not be needed, 
an independent authority, 
with skill, experience and 
knowledge is...and only the 
elected leaders of our local 
communities can save the pa¬ 
tient from what may be a 
costly euthanasia. 

We urge each mayor and 
township supervisor to im¬ 
mediately phone their muni¬ 
cipal representative to the 
PCHA board and insist that 
as a representative of the 
community, they cast their 
votes tomorrow night for a 
delay on the proposed alter¬ 
ing of the structure of the 
PCHA. 

This issue, which casually 
appeared on agendas in 
municipalities this month, is 
of serious import to every 
taxpayer in this area...and to 
every city and township. It i^ 
not an issue to be taken light¬ 
ly or to be voted on with only a 


cursory or less-than- 
informed investigation. 

The proposal at hand would 
change the PCHA structure 
to that of a non-profit cor¬ 
poration and place the man¬ 
agement of the hospitals and 
the assets of the present au¬ 
thority into the hands of a 15- 
member board of directors. 
There would be no return of 
any of the present $33 million 
surplus to the taxpayers, 
there would be no repayment 
for the facilities which were 
built with bond issues and tax 
revenue, and as a non-profit 
corporation, none of the hos¬ 
pitals would pay taxes to the 
cities in which they operate. 

The proposal seems to 
overlook the fact that all the 
facilities in question were 
built with tax dollars, that the 
operating revenue which has 
the $33 million balance came 
from tax payers who utilized 
the services at those hospitals 
and that the present PCHA is 
a type of state agency funded 
through tax money. 

Members of the board 
argue that any return of the 
funds would have to be to the 
state, as the authority has 
been classified as such an 
agency-but if that is true, 
then how can a state agency 


simply by a vote of the. board 
of directors become a pri¬ 
vate, albeit non-profit, cor¬ 
poration? 

The answer is, of course, 
through state legislation 
sponsored by a sympathetic 
congressman or state repre¬ 
sentative. But if such legisla¬ 
tion were to be enacted, and 
the PCHA is no longer a state 
agency-why, in that cir¬ 
cumstance, can’t the surplus 
funds be returned to the tax¬ 
payers? Members of the 
board claim that these funds 
are not the taxpayers’ as they 
came from the operation of 
the hospitals, not from tax 
funds. But if we were to invest 
in, say, a hot dog stand, choose 
someone to operate that stand, 
and that business then gener¬ 
ated a profit, or excess operat¬ 
ing funds, wouldn’t that profit 
then belong to us? 

This analogy is somewhat 
simplistic, but it is sound. 
And while support of the pre¬ 
sent proposal seems nearly 
unanimous in this area, there 
are members of the board, 
and members of the authority 
downriver who strongly dis¬ 
agree with this proposal on 
many of these same grounds. 
Influential members of the 
board have been described by 
their peers as “pied pipers” 
leading less experienced and 
less informed members to 
vote in the manner they have 
chosen for them. Sentiment 
v and opinion runs strong on 
this issue, and resentments 
very deep. 

The board attempted this 
realignment 20 years ago, 
and at that time the state 
attorney general stepped in 
and blocked any such move. 
The injunction issued by 
court order then in Ingham 
County still stands as perma¬ 
nent, and this change could 
only be made with that res¬ 
triction lifted. The office of 
the attorney general has 
already stated that they will 
be “very interested” in any 
attempts to rescind this order 
and proceed with this change.

School bus 
driver Dennis May, who was 
fired for disorderly and 
obscene conduct, is suing the 
Plymouth-Canton district for a 
return to bus driver status and 
back pay. Fireman Gary Sova, 
who refused to attend 
Emergency Medical Techni¬ 
cian sessions, filed a union 
grievance suit demanding 
back pay, etc. 

In olden days a worker was 
rewarded for his or her effi¬ 
ciency and productivity, but 
now it’s the rule breakers that 
demand the sympathy and 


favors. They simply hire de¬ 
fense lawyers who manipulate 
the law via technicalities. The 
pendulum has swung to the ex¬ 
treme left. Civil rights have 
turned into civil wrongs. In the 
old days there was no such 
thing as suing the public offi¬ 
cials since they constituted the 
government for the people. The 
ironic tragedy of it all is that 
the innocent taxpayer has be¬ 
come a punching bag for shrewd 
operators. 

Take the case of Donna Ford, 
who is suing for “emotional 
stress.” We taxpayers would 
like to know who doesn’t ex¬ 
perience stress, especially us? 


Everybody struggles with 
stress from morning till night, 
be it at home, office or traffic. 
All this sounds like a laughing 
joke, except that it is causing 
quarrels, waste of time, disrup¬ 
tion of government functions 
and ripping-off the taxpayers.

an independent study of the entire plan, 
but not one commissioned by the PCHA 
board. No, indeed. The study vve would 
ask for would be commissioned only by 
the member communities who would 
determine the parameters of the find¬ 
ings and request a recommendation out¬ 
lining the best solution for those same 
members. 

While we would not doubt the integri¬ 
ty of the study already done or that of 
the members who commissioned it, 
that study was performed on behalf of 
the PCHA and the interests of that 
group were those on which the findings 
were based. Those interests and the in¬ 
terests of the taxpayers might be total¬ 
ly compatible . . . but our citizens de¬ 
serve to have that second, independent 
and totally unbiased opinion. 

The balance of operating funds of the 
PCHA has increased by $11 million in 
the past three and one-half years. The 
last time a proposal was made to return 
these funds, then at a $22 million figure, 
there were conflicting legal opinions 
from attorneys as to the legality of such 
a return. The measure lost by a large 
margin, due opponents claimed then, to 
the arguments waged by the more in¬ 
fluential members of the board to those 
who were less than informed. 

This is not an issue that can be taken 
lightly by our local communities - 
although it quite often is left in the 
hands of representatives who get busy, 
or who do not have the time to do the 
type of investigation necessary to 
understand the complexity of all the

lieve in free enterprise and the Amer¬ 
ican dream. 

Bill Mulholland phoned last week to 
tell me that he is being evicted from his 
present location in the Metro Place 
Mall. 

Bill said, “We’ve been friends a long 
time and I didn’t want you to hear it 
from someone else ... I wanted you to 
know from me.” 

I admit, I was in shock and I thought 
that Bill, too, probably was. Bill will not' 
be moving the store, but feels, rather, 
that he is left with little choice but to 
terminate his business in Wayne, a 
business begun in the early 1900s by 
Bill’s father. 

The actions of a landlord had set off a 
reaction the consequences of which will 
not be fully known for months, or 
perhaps, years. 

And on another front, the board 
members of the People’s Community 
Hospital Authority have set upon a 
course of action that will insure that 
things can never be the same, no matter 
what. They have embarked on a course 
I would prefer to believe they honestly 
feel to be in the best interests of their 
constituents. I am troubled, however, 
by their strategy. 

When we reported their actions, and 
commented on them on our opinion 
page, the reaction was somewhat puz¬ 
zling. We have had calls laced with in¬ 
sults both personal and professional 
directed both at me and at this publica¬ 
tion. 

We have had the audacity, it seems, 
to ask the annointed a question - to sug¬ 
gest an alternative to their chosen 
course of action. I’m just waiting for 
other state agencies to catch this inde¬ 
pendent instinct and seek a similar 
change in status. 

What are you as the voters and tax¬ 
payers going to do or say when, oh let’s 
say, the the State Department of Labor, 
decides to become a non-profit corpora¬ 
tion? Or the State Insurance Commis¬ 
sion, or Department of Commerce . . . 
hey, how about the State Senate? Then 
the senators could elect their own Pres¬ 
ident. Ridiculous! 

Believe me, truth is, in fact, often 
stranger than fiction. 

In one week we have the passing from 
existence a pillar of the foundation of 
the City of Wayne while the PCHA, a 
state agency, plots to incorporate as a 
non-profit business. That means no 
taxes folks. And the plan includes for- 
tifying'the new “corporation” with $33 
million that, no matter what, does not 
belong to the board members. 

Action-reaction, cause and effect. 
Who’s behind these latest events? Do 
they really understand the consequ¬ 
ences of the actions they are taking? Do 
they care? We shall see as the saga con¬ 
tinues.

don's dogs

It is not uncommon in any class 
of dog obedience to have that 
one dog who possesses more 
negative qualities than positive 
ones. Most times this is due to 
being spoiled, being coddled 
and rarely being corrected for 
poor behavior. But, that’s what 
schools are for - to teach the 
human how to control the 
animal. 

The teacher’s job becomes 
difficult when he is faced with 
correcting a problem dog and 
the owner of that dog prevents 
him from doing so. The part of 
this scenario which becomes 
contradictory is that the same 
person probably shopped care¬ 
fully for the obedience school 
he found most appealing and 
then once becoming a student 
of that school, he ends up chal¬ 
lenging the instructor’s know¬ 
ledge and authority. It makes 
no sense! 

No trainer in his right mind 
will be abusive or unfair to any 
of his clients. His students will 
eventually become walking 
advertisements so it would not 
serve his purpose to single out 
one student over the others to 
cause embarrassment or ridi¬ 
cule. His only objective is to 
straighten out a problem dog. 

What is a problem dog? Well, 
we all have owned one and ev¬ 
ery dog would end up being one 


if not for obedience schools. 
The real ornery, problem dog 
has that super-stubborn 
streak, a challenging nature 
and a fearless attitude which 
could end up with someone 
being bitten eventually be¬ 
cause this dog has learned how 
to get his own way. To control a 
dog like this one, the student 
must temporarily assume a 
more “macho” image than I 
advocate. But is only a tempor¬ 
ary impression used to instill in 
the dog’s mind that the person, 
not the dog, will control the 
situation. 

To accomplish this, the dog 
must be instigated to make the 
mistake of growling or snap¬ 
ping at his master in order for 
the master to have a reason to 
strongly correct the dog. If the 
correction is done properly, the 
dog will back down, assume the 
attitude of an obedient pet and 
think twice about challenging 
his owner again. 

This is not being cruel. This is 
no more than spanking a child 
who ran into the street when 
told never to do so. 

Correcting a dog properly at 
the onset of training is intended 
to eliminate severe corrections 
later on. It’s preventive medi¬ 
cine - warding off bad behavior 
in advance while it is easy to 
control and before it becomes 


difficult, if not impossible, to 
correct at a later time. 

None of us enjoy hearing a 
dog had to be put to sleep be- 
cuase it was so aggressive no 
one could control it and no 
school would accept it. Now, if 
someone had taked the time to 
correct it for poor behavior 



when it was a puppy, that 
aggressive dog would be alive 
today!

Butler makes behind-the-scenes movie magic

Most theater goers are well 
aware that in order to see the 
latest movie at the neighbor¬ 
hood show, it will be necessary 
to extract a hefty some of 
money from the wallet for tick¬ 
ets, drinks and munchies. 

Most people are also quite 
adept at determining whether 
that same film will be a boom¬ 
ing success or an ultimate flop. 
But the same people probably 
couldn’t begin to describe what 
goes on behind the scenes - in 
management, in the box office, 
or in the projection room. 

Mike Butler can. 

Butler, the modest office 
manager for the Dennis-Wayne 
Theatre Company who tries to 
keep his name ‘‘out of the 
news”, is responsible for the 
behind-the-scenes aspect of the 
theatres owned by the com¬ 
pany which include the Quo 
Vadis in Westland, State 
Theatre in Wayne, Dearborn 
Theatre in Dearborn, Ecorse 
Drive-In and Wayne Drive-In. 

‘ My job is keeping track of 
the administrative end of the 
business, all of the paperwork 
and that,” Butler said of his 
position. 

Although such a job descrip¬ 
tion sounds very simple, Butler 
actually works a long week and 
deals with just the right people 


tractor. 

“The booker negotiates with 
film distributors. They decide 
on the movies that we are going 
to play,” explained Butler. 
“We feel in the long run that it’s 
better to let this guy do the leg 
work.” 

Butler reported that even 
though most movies are pro¬ 
duced months and sometimes 
even years ahead of the release 
date, theater owners don’t 
know for sure whether they will 
be showing the pictures in 
many cases until just days be¬ 
fore the scheduled release 
date. 

“In general, movies open on 
Fridays. We are usually still 
fiddling around with schedul¬ 
ing on Tuesdays,” said Butler. 

Even with this very loose 
scheduling process, theater 
owners are offered the chance 
to view the films months ahead 
of the release date. Butler indi¬ 
cated that the movie distribu¬ 
tion companies offer all local 
theater owners a chance to 
view the film two to three 
months in advance at one cen¬ 
tral location. Although a lack of 
time has all but eliminated this 
part of his job, Butler reported 
that this advanced screening 
many times lets theater own¬ 
ers know if the movie will be a 
hit and bring in huge profits or 
if it will be an all-time flop 
equal to that of “The Attack of 


for the film and give a hefty 
deposit in advance of showing 
the film. 

The recent box-office smash 
“Rocky IV” was one such up¬ 
front movie. Butler said appro¬ 
ximately $100,000 was needed 
to secure the movie for his set 


of theaters. 

Other movies, however, are 
not so costly. Film distribution 
companies are quick to recog¬ 
nize the not-so-hot films and 
will rent them at ridiculously

and organizations so that thea¬ 
ter goers in the area will have . 
something to do each Friday 
and Saturday evening. 

Aside from building mainte¬ 
nance and employing enough 
workers to man each of the 
theaters, the first move in 
securing a film for the local 
area begins with a booker, 
according to Butler. The book¬ 
er is hired by the Dennis- 
Wayne Company to negotiate 
with the Hollywood conglome¬ 
rates like Paramount, Warner 
Brothers, Tri Star and Univer¬ 
sal Studios. The booker bids on 
the shows against other local 
theatres in an attempt to get 
the box-office hits in one of the 
theaters owned by his con- 


the Killer Tomatoes.” 

The securing of a movie isn’t 
all that wasy however, Butler 
continued. Big bucks are the 
name of the game in the film 
business. 

Theater owners pay for films 
in one of two ways generally. 
The most common method is 
for theaters to pay the com¬ 
panies a set percentage of all 
money taken in for ticket sales. 
Because this percentage 
amounts to nearly 90 percent 
on the average, profits from 
ticket sales are almost unheard 
of, according to Butler. 

The second payment process 
is an up front method, one in 
which the theater must agree 
to pay a set amount of money

“Where’s the Buffalo?” if the local burger craze goes national. 

Jake’s Lounge on Wayne Road in downtown Wayne has been 
serving buffalo burgers at the bar for only three months now. But, 
the popularity of the peculiar delicacy has become so great that the 
item now tops requests for the once well-known Jake’s hamburger. 

Jim Bradley, new owner of the bar/restaurant, reported that he 
acquired the idea of bringing such an oddity to the area after eating 
such a burger while traveling in northern Michigan. 

“I had one once at Almel’s in Richmond, Mich. The big thing is 
that people are on the health kick about low fat,” said Bradley. 

Health wise, the buffalo burger is better than the all-American 
hamburger. Bradley reported that buffalo meat has 13 percent less 
fat which essentially means that when a 1/4 pound buffalo burger is 
cooked, the item still weighs 1/4 pound afterward. 

As for the taste, Bradley said that the buffalo burger is a little 
sweeter but much less greasy. The bar owner indicated that the 
buffalo burger is actually better tasting than the hamburger and he 
should be one to know having eaten at least one burger each day 


the burgers soon. Fast food chains don’t specialize - it would be a 
speciality item rather than an everyday thing,” Bradley said. 

And with that, the bar-owner-tumed-buffalo-raiser lifted yet 
another juicy burger centered between two buns and all the trim¬ 
mings to his mouth and expressed a look of contentment. Indeed, 
the beast that once was right at home on the range of the wild west 
has become quite comfortable right smack in the middle of this 
suburban Detroit bar and restaurant.

since he started serving the item in November. 

Realizing what may be a true blessing to the business, Bradley 
has plans to expand upon the buffalo-meat trade and begin serving 
steakettes as well. Roasts and prime-steak cuts are also available 
but Bradley intends to concentrate on only the burger and smaller 
cut of steak. 

Finding a supplier for the buffalo meat wasn’t as easy for Brad¬ 
ley as taking the first bite into a burger though. The bar owner 
reported that he made countless phone calls all across the state 
hoping someone raised buffalos and would sell him the meat. 

Finally, a supplier in northern Michigan came through and has 
been supplying the local eatery with enough ground buffalo meat to 
serve nearly 180 burgers each week. 

But Bradley wants to bring the business even closer to home, 
namely in his own backyard. This spring, he hopes to purchase two 
buffalo calves and will raise them until maturity at his Lake Orion 
Township home. 

As for the future of such an odd creation, the buffalo burger 
should become a hot item everywhere soon, Bradley said, although 
he doesn’t expect the two all-beef patties, special sauce, lettuce, 
cheese and whatnot to be replaced by buffalo meat at the neighbor¬ 
hood McDonalds.

I'm sure the mere mention of 
the word chocolate would bring 
goose pimples to even the 
staunchest gourmand. Perso¬ 
nally, I would rather rub a little 
on my right . . . palate. 

So with saucepan and skillet 
in hand I venture into the realm 
of seduction. My lovers dinner 
consists of an appetizer of 
steak tartare followed by six 
oysters on the half shell. If, by 
that time, magical juices still 
had not performed their randy 
magic, I continue with a salad 
made with fresh truffles, leeks, 
pimentos, and tomatoes in a 
garlic/brandy dressing. If that 
doesn’t get temperatures ris¬ 
ing, I bring forth my veal par- 
mesan and water chestnuts 
sauteed in pure, virgin olive oil. 
(Take note Loretta.) For my 
final display of passion I bring 
out chocolate Genoise with a 
warm cardamom vanilla 
sauce. (Excuse me while I wipe 
away the dew from my brow.) 

“How do you feel, my little 
cabbage?” I ask as perspira¬ 
tion begins to ruin what was left 
of my Musk cologne. 

“Fine,” she says as she de¬ 
licately wipes the last of the 
vanilla cream sauce from her 
tender lips. 

The trip to the living room is 
filled with plenty of “oh la la’s” 
and dainty nibbles on my left 
earlobe.

CHILLED TROUT WITH 

SPICY DIPPING SAUCE 

2 whole trout, steamed and de- 


boned 

Va cup sour cream 

2 tablespoons horseradish 
4 drops Tabasco 

V 2 teaspoon Worcestershire 
V 2 teaspoon dry mustard 
V 2 teaspoon salt 

Place trout decoratively on 
platter. Chill in refrigerator. 
Combine remaining ingre¬ 
dients. Mix thoroughly. Use as 
a dip for fish. Excellent with 
other varieties of fish, too. 

The Swiss have an interest¬ 
ing tradition regarding fondue. 
If, in the course of dipping, 
your bread falls off the fork and 
into the pot, you kiss the person 
to your right or you run the risk 
of becoming impotent. 

CHEESE FONDUE 
1 cup white wine 
IV 2 teaspoons dry mustard 

3 tablespoons flour 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire 

2 lbs. swiss cheese, shredded 
fresh grated nutmeg 

Dredge cheese with the flour. 
Combine wine and Worcester¬ 
shire in fondue pot. Heat to 
almost boiling. Add remaining 
ingredients and stir until 
smooth. 

A favorite recipe of my 
friend Jacqui the Astrologer, 
these spicy cashews are prefer¬ 
red by Arians and are used in 
Arian rituals as an aphrodisiac 
when consumed with sweet red 
wine. 

SPICED CASHEWS 
2 cups raw cashews 
IV 2 tablespoons butter 
Va teaspoon cayenne 
V 2 teaspoon cumin 
dash salt 

Cook cashews in butter until 
golden brown. Drain on paper 
towels. Combine salt, cayenne 
and cumin. Toss. 

One of my favorite recipes is 
for guacomole. Traditionally in 
Mexico, guacomole is served 
with all the entrees except de¬ 
ssert to ward off evil spirits. I 
chose it for lovers dining be¬ 
cause it’s fun to rub on some¬ 
one’s body and lick off. 

GUACOMOLE 
2 avocados 


juice of 1 lemon 
1 tomato, chopped 
3 green onions, chopped fine 
1 small clove garlic, smashed 

1 small can green chilies, 
chopped 

Combine all ingredients and 
mix well. Salt can be added if 
desired. Cover and chill and 
serve with veggies and corn- 
chips. 

Aliette Benson, owner-chef 
of Aliette’s restaurant in De¬ 
troit serves this special soup 
made for lovers only - only be¬ 
cause you’ll have to be madly 
in love with someone to want to 
kiss them after trying it. 
CREAM OF GARLIC SOUP 

2 cups chicken broth 
2 cups beef broth 

2 large heads garlic, peeled, 
minced 

1 tablespoon butter 

1 tablespoon flour 

2 cups heavy cream, scalded 
2 large egg yolks, beaten 

In a large saucepan, combine 
chicken and beef broths and 
garlic. Bring to a boil and boil 
for five minutes. Strain into 
another saucepan through a 
sieve. Press garlic with back of 
spoon to extract juices. Dis¬ 
card garlic and return broth to 
a boil. In a small dish, mix but¬ 
ter and flour together to make a 
paste; beat into boiling broth 
using a wire whisk. Continue 
whisking until broth is slightly 
thickened. Stir in hot scalded 


cream. Whisk V 2 cup hot soup 
into egg yolks, return egg yolk 
mixture to soup pot whisking 
until thick but do not boil. Sea¬ 
son to taste with salt and pep¬ 
per. Makes V /2 quarts. 

What course on LOVERS 
DINING would be complete 
without a recipe from Caesar’s 
Bordello, Ely, Nevada. Caesar 
doesn’t really say this salad 
will make a lover out of ya, but 
it is light enough to enjoy “in 
bed” with champagne and 
croissants. 

CAESARS SALAD 
2 medium heads romaine 
1 large clove garlic, mashed 

1 lemon half 

fresh ground pepper 
V 2 cup olive oil 

2 tablespoons wine vinegar 
2 - 1 min. coddled eggs 
dash Worcestershire 

6 tablespoon parmesan 
cheese 

Dressing with coddled eggs 
can be made ahead of time. At 
the last minute, add broken 
romaine, cheese, toss. Add 
dressing, toss again. Salt and 
pepper to taste. 

This recipe is still used in 
China and was originated in 
Kowloon, Hong Kong by a 
widowed mother who was 
trying to “woo” her future son-- 
in-law with the favorite 
Chinese recipe. 

CHINESE BARBECUED PORK 


2 lbs. boneless pork loin 
Va cup sherry 
2 tablespoons soy sauce 
Va cup honey 

1 teaspoon salt 

V 2 teaspoon ground ginger 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 
Cut pork loin in half leng¬ 
thwise. Place in skillet. Mix re¬ 
maining ingredients. Rub meat 
on all sides with mixture. Roast 
one hour, turning and basting 
often. Serve with hot cooked 
rice, if desired. 

Who else is better known for 
their lovemaking than the noto¬ 
rious Italians. This next dish is 
derived from the Sicilian re¬ 
gion of Italy and is known for its 
robust flavor and pizazz - just 
like the Italians! 

VEAL SCALLOPINI 
ALLA MARSALA 
12 - 2 oz. veal scallopinis 
flour to dredge 
salt/white pepper to taste 
V 2 cup Marsala wine 
Va cup olive oil 
4 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley 

Dust scallopinis with flour. 
Heat oil and butter in large skil¬ 
let. Quickly saute scallopinis to 
golden on both sides. Remove 
to ovenproof platter. Deglaze 
pan with Marsala and pour de- 
glace over veal. Sprinkle with 
parsley. Enjoy.

low levels to theater owners. These companies, however, 
are not always so keen in their movie judgment. 

Butler reported that “Jaws” was a very cheap film to 
rent initially, although the price tag to rent it jumped 
quickly after film distributors learned that Americans 
really would be interested in seeing a huge shark devour 
and consume humans by the dozen. Likewise, “10” which 
starred Bo Derek and “Star Wars” were both “turkeys”, 
as they are dubbed in the industry, before becoming box- 
office success stories. 

But because cheap movie rentals are an exception and 
not a rule, theater owners are forced to make a profit 
another way - munchies. 

Indeed, it is the popcorn, the pop, the Ju-Ju Bees, the Sno 
Caps and the red licorice that keep theater owners happy. 
Butler reported that these concessions make up the major

portion of company profits and are necessary to keep the 
film industry alive. 

“You don’t make any money off of tickets. By the time 
you pay for the overhead, there’s no money without the 
concessions,” reported Butler. “Without the concessions, 
there wouldn’t be a theater in town.” 

But even with good concessions and a cheery theater 
staff, Butler pointed out that it requires good judgment in 
choosing the right films for the area to make the theater 
business a success. Locally, movie goers enjoy the Clint 
Eastwood movies, “Coal Miner’s Daughter” and com¬ 
edies. However, an “Amadeus” or “Color Purple” at the 
Quo Vadis in Westland won’t attract a full house or a full 
bank account for theater owners. 

Aside from the business aspect of operating a theater, 
Butler explained that high technology has become the 
name of the game in showing a film. Reel-to-reel movies 
and old carbon-lighted projectors have moved over for the 
advent of platters and high-quality sound systems. 

Typically, movies come to the theater on 20-minute 
reels, explained Butler. These reels are then spliced and 
chopped and combined with others to form one huge reel 
containing the entire movie. This new, large reel is then 
placed on a platter, a horizontal metallic disk which is 
similar to a record player, and the film is fed into the 
projector. 

Butler indicated that the age of platters marked the end 
of two projectors for each screen having to switch off and 
on at the end of each 20 minutes. The platters, and other 
technological advances in the industry, have also given 
rise to another fad for the business - the multi-screen 
movie house. 

Ending the age-old huge screen and huge auditoriums 
found in theaters up through the 70s, the split theater has 
made the business more competitive and moi'e able to 
ensure some kind of profit, according to Butler. 

Butler reports that the multi-screens in his own theaters 
have allowed a variety of movies to be offered ensuring 
that at least one will be a profit maker even if an adjoining 
screen is playing a flop.

The Dennis-Wayne corporation has done all the splitting 
of its theaters in house and has even begun to contract the 
service out for other theater owners. With all of the Dennis- 
Wayne theaters currently containing at least two screens 
which were originally one, Butler reports that the idea has 
become necessary to stay alive in the business. 

As for the future of theaters, amid the age of video 
recorders and cable television, Butler feels there definitely 
will be one, although he also maintains that a constant need 
to meet the changing needs of movie goers will be essential 
to stay alive. 

“What is helping us is that people still like to get out of the 
house,” said Butler. “The theater business is still viable 
and it’s going to be around. As long as people need to 
interact and socialize, there will be movie theaters.”

It could be Romulus vs. Wayne in Class ‘A’ cage district semi-finals

Because of the luck of the 
draw, one of the two top teams 
in the area won’t reach the 
championship round at Wayne.

The two - Romulus, ranked 
No. 1 in the western region and 
sporting a 15-2 over-all record, 
and Wayne Memorial, which 
won 17 straight before losing to 
Ypsilanti last Tuesday and 
with a 18-1 record - have been 
assigned to District 14. Wayne 
is host for that district. 

While Romulus and Coach A1 
Wilkerson drew a first round 
bye, Wayne will see action the 


first night, Tues., March 4, tak¬ 
ing on a problem-plagued 
Taylor Kennedy. That game is 
scheduled for 7 p.m. 

If Wayne, an overwhelming 
favorite, should hurdle the first 
round obstacle, it would land in 
the semi-final round slated for 
Thurs., March 6, against 
Romulus. 

Taylor Center and Taylor 
Truman are scheduled to meet 
at 6:30 p.m., March 6, prior to 
the Wayne-Romulus match-up. 

The championship at Wayne 
is slated for 7 p.m.. Sat., March 
8. The district champ will adv¬ 
ance to the Class A regional 
playoffs hosted by Eastern 
Michigan University.

“Wayne is a very good team. 
Their record speaks for itself. 
They are well-coached and 
very well disciplined and, be¬ 
cause they have the home court 
advantage, I feel that they will 
be favored.” 

Wayne will be faced with 
trying to stop Terry Mills, a 6-9 
senior who is considered one of 
the top, if not the best, high 
school eager in the country 
this season. Mills “can do it all, 
and in many ways,” according 
to Wayne coach Chuck Henry. 
“They are an excellent team 
and, only time will tell if we are 
going to meet.” 

In the meantime, Romulus 
looked ready for the playoffs as 
it turned back a highly-touted 
Ohio club, Toledo Devillbis, 78- 
66, last Thursday. With Mills 


scoring 26 points , the Eagles 
managed to dispose of the No.5 
high school team in Ohio, capi¬ 
talizing on mistakes and tur¬ 
novers. 

Devillbis took command in 
the first half as 6-7 forward 
Deon Thompson teamed with 
Ken Vaughn, an All-American 
prep gridder (6-5, 220) to pro¬ 
vide ample ammunition to 
shoot down the Eagles. Toledo 
led 17-14 after one, increased 
that margin to 36-31 after two. 

But, with Mills keeping the 
local cagers within reach, 
Romulus came back with a 
barrage of baskets in the third 
period as Stevie Glenn came 
alive and contributed eight of 
his 21 points and Samuels Keith 
came off the bench and added 
six points. 


At the end of three quarters, 
Romulus emerged on top, 55- 
49, and held off their visitors 
from Ohio with a 23-17 scoring 
edge in the finale. 

Mills, who had 26 for the 
evening, also set a consecutive 
free throw scoring record when 
he canned six for six to make it

‘Bubba’ is also undefeated 

At 250 pounds, junior high wrestler is a power

It would be an understate¬ 
ment to say that the North 
Junior High School wrest¬ 
ling team in Romulus relied 
heavily on Ed Miller this 
year. 

And no wonder. At 270 
pounds, Miller was one of the 
most ominous figures to set 
foot on a wrestling mat in 
Michigan this season short 
of the collegiate level. 

“Bubba,” as his friends 
call him, was one of three 


North grapplers to finish the 
recently-completed season 
with an undefeated record. 
But while other teammates 
could lay claim to seasons 
that were just as successful, 
it was basically Bubba who 
would draw all the attention 
when he stepped onto the 
mat. 

Under a new state safety 
regulation governing the 
maximum weight limit for 
prep wrestlers, nobody was 
allowed to compete who 
weighed in excess of 275 
pounds. The limit presented 


a problem to several wrest¬ 
lers at the high school level 
who were forced to shed 
pounds, but was generally 
considered a safe limit for 
competitors at the junior 
high level, most of whom are 
still in the middle of their 
adolescent growth spurts. 

Bubba was an exception to 
the rule. 

“He was just an awesome 
figure out there,” said head 
coach Bill Cuhran. “Bubba 
was good last year (when he 
weighed a svelte 250 pounds 
and compiled a record of 22- 


5), but this year he just blos¬ 
somed into one of the finest 
athletes that I have ever 
coached.” 

An ironic twist lies in the 
fact that Bubba does not fit 
the mold of your typical 
jock. With an infectious 
smile and a congenial perso¬ 
nality, the muscular eighth 
grader more often than not 
gives the appearance of the 
“nice kid” image his coach 
has labeled him with instead 
of the win-at-all-costs 
approach others so often 
espouse. 


In fact, Bubba can often be 
found practicing the tuba in¬ 
stead of his wrestling holds, 
and his 3.3 grade point aver¬ 
age gives additional testi¬ 
mony to his skills in the clas¬ 
sroom. 

Besides all the other acti¬ 
vities, Bubba also made the 
grade as a top notch football 
player by playing on first- 
string positions at nose 
guard, center and left tackle 
- though not all at the same 
time.

All dogs in the City of Romulus must be licensed. This is for your 
benefit. If your family pet ever slips its leash, this policy could keep 
your child from being heartbroken. Also, if you are bitten, knowing that 
the dog is Licensed and has had rabies shots can save you from wor¬ 
rying about a painful series of innoculations. The law was designed to 
benefit all City residents, whether or not they own dogs. 

A City dog license costs $5.00 for both male and female dogs. Licenses 
for spayed and neutered dogs cost only $1.50. A lower license fee for 
these dogs is intended to help control the rise in the canine population. 
Senior citizens (age 65 or older) pay only $2.60 or $.75 per license. Proof 
of rabies vaccination must be presented when applying for a new dog 
license or renewal. March 1st of every year is the deadline for license 
renewal. A late fee of $1.50, in addition to the regular fee will be charged 
after that date.

A time to be born; a 
time to live; a time to 
die.

This section was produced 
to help answer some of 
the questions we inevitably 
face. 
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Death ... a responsibility for the living 


When a death occurs there are a number of reponsibilities that are 
immediately thrust upon members of the family of the deceased. First of 
all, those most affected by the death, need comforting attention, and then 
the funeral director and the clergyman preferred by the family should be 
notified. 

If there is not already a funeral director chosen by the family of the 
deceased, which is often the case, then one good solution to the problem is 
to seek recommendations from others who have faced this decision. 
Many people have already given this selection some thought, however, so 
when death occurs, they know whom to phone. 

Even though funeral establishments must have high standards for 
continued community confidence, there may be a particular funeral 
director or home more appropriate to the special needs or requirements 
of particular families. 

When the funeral director has been called, he will promptly make his 
professional services available. It is not usually necessary to phone the 
coroner or medical examiner, who are required only for violent or 
accidental deaths. But if there should be any question about this, the 
funeral director will so advise. This can be of importance when insurance 
provisions for accidents are later discussed. 

Other family members, close friends, neighbors and business or pro¬ 
fessional associates should be notified of the death. This is a service that 
the funeral director can provide, or it might be requested of a friend so 
that the responsibility of the funeral arrangements might be taken care of 
properly. 

A consultation with the funeral director should occur as soon as possi¬ 
ble so that personal information about the deceased can be obtained in 
order to complete the death certificate and prepare the obituary. Since 
some of these facts might be difficult to obtain, it may be necessary to 
look for the information prior to the meeting. 

Assisted by the funeral director and clergyman, the decisions regard¬ 
ing the time, place and type of funeral service will be made. Many times, 
the funeral service will be at the funeral home, although the family 
church may be chosen. If there is no church affliation, but a religious 
service is desired, the funeral director can suggest a clergyman. If a 
non-traditional service is desired, he can also suggest alternatives that 
maintain the positive values and dignity of the funeral for the family. 

There is no one prescribed form for the funeral. The family, clergyman 
and funeral director will arrange the type of service it is agreed will best 
meet the needs of the bereaved. It is the needs of the living that are of the 



utmost importance. 

With the counsel of the funeral director, a casket will be selected and 
the service. From a complete selection which should be shown, a casket 
must be selected, once again keeping the needs of the family in mind. 
While most often, suitable clothing is chosen from the deceased’s war¬ 
drobe, funeral directors do offer a line of burial garments. 

A cemetery vault, too, must be chosen. This is the other container 
which will be used at the cemetery to contain the casket and remains. 

The funeral director can make all the cemetery arrangements, but a 
personal contact from the family to the cemetery directory might some¬ 
times be adviseable. When a cemetery lot has previously been acquired, 
this presents little difficulty. 

It has become customary to place a floral spray from the family on the 
casket. This should be delivered to the funeral home just before the 
visitation period begins. The funeral director can place the order for the

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Wills: A

When a person dies, it isn't just the 
memories of that person that con¬ 
tinue to linger on. The person’s 
assets also serve as an ever-present 
reminder of his worldly existence. 

For that reason, it makes sense 
that a primary concern of any living 
individual should be in determining 
exactly how his or her assets should 
be distributed in the event of an un¬ 
timely death. 

That’s where a will comes in 
handy. To coin an old phrase, where 
there’s a will there’s a way. 

Nevin Rose, a Westland private 
attorney who has been practicing 
law since 1974, has had extensive ex¬ 
perience in drawing up the legal 
documents that provide for the 
handling of a person's estate. And 
though most people become 
squeamish at the mere thought of 
preparing for the time when they 
will no longer be around, Rose said 
there is no time like the present to 
start. 

“It only makes good common 
sense to have a will drawn up,” said 
Rose. “Any right-thinking parent 
would want to direct the manner in 
which his or her property is distri¬ 
buted, and a will is the best way to 
accomplish that.” 

Property that is held jointly at the 
time of a death would automatically 
be awarded to the surviving own¬ 
ers). The dead person’s personal 
assets, however, would be distri¬ 
buted according to the contents of a 
valid will or - in the event that a will 
had never been drawn up - would be 
divided according to state statutes 
governing property distribution. 

While these statutes have been 
adopted to specify how property is 
distributed in the event of a person’s 
death, Rose said it provides virtual¬ 
ly no flexibility in adjusting the 
property distribution in a manner 
acceptable with the dead person’s 
wishes. 

“For example,” said Rose, “cur¬ 
rent statutes say that if a man who 
has a wife and children dies, then his 
personal estate would be distributed 
with the wife receiving the first 
$60,000 and half of the remaining ba¬ 
lance, while the children would split 
the other half. 

“If that distribution plan is not

acceptable with him, then he had 
better have a will drawn up.” 

Rose said the laws become even 
more complex if there are no chil¬ 
dren involved, or if the deceased has 
been through several marriages and 
has had children by each. Some laws 
even include the parents of the de¬ 
ceased. 

“And these laws can change at 
any time,” he explained. “Even 
though the laws that affect a person 
might be perfectly acceptable to 
him at the present time, by the time 
he dies it is possible that the state 
statutes governing property dis¬ 
tribution could have changed.” 

Rose said a will can also specify 
who surviving children should be 
placed with, thereby avoiding leng¬ 
thy court battles that sometimes 
serve to alienate families and upset 
the offspring. Another advantage, 
he added, would be in the tax savings 
a will might provide to the heirs. 

While individuals are legally able 
to draw up their own wills without 
the help of an attorney, Rose said 
that idea is not always a sound one. 

“People who draw up their own 
wills do not always cover all the 
bases,” he said. “As long as a person 
wants to determine where his money 
is going to go, it makes more sense to 
meet with an attorney and have the 
peace of mind that comes with know¬ 
ing that his wishes are going to be 
carried out.” 

Prices vary depending on the 
attorney selected, but Rose said the 
“vast majority” of husband-wife 
teams can have two simple wills 
drawn up that will meet their needs. 
Rose’s office, for example, will per¬ 
form the service for $75. 

Those who insist on drawing up 
their own wills, however, should 
heed some words of caution. A holog¬ 
raphic will, one which is drawn up by 
an individual without any witnesses, 
can be ruled valid only if it is drawn 
up in the person’s own handwriting. 
Even then, the will could become 
subject to the scrutiny of heirs, who 
might dispute the competency of the 
drawer at the time the will was cre¬ 
ated. 

“You’re just asking for trouble if 
you use that method,” said Rose. 

A far safer method would be to 
draw up a normal will and sign it in 
the company of at least two witnes¬ 


ses. While the witnesses need not 
know the contents of the will, they 
should also sign their names (and 
addresses) to the bottom and be able 
to vouch for the drawer’s com¬ 
petency. 

Rose said the validity of such a 
will has a much stronger chance of 
standing up in probate if the witnes¬ 
ses are in no way provided for in its 
contents. 


A mucn newer method of record¬ 
ing will requests - that of video tap¬ 
ing the event - has been hailed by 
Rose as “a good way to prove the 
competency of the individual. 

“But if I were going to do that I 
would definitely want a lawyer pre¬ 
sent,” he said. “Once again, you 
want to make sure that you cover 
everything completely and prop¬ 
erly.”

family, or perhaps a direct contact with the florist from the family would 
be preferable. For a veteran, a flag can be made available to drape the 
casket instead of flowers. The funeral director can obtain this flag with¬ 
out charge from the Veterans’ Administration. 

With the assistance of a family member, the funeral director will 
prepare the obituary announcement or paid death notice for publication 
in the newspapers. This notifies people of the time and place for visitation 
and the funeral services. The funeral director can also send notices to 
papers in other localities, often former places of residence. In deciding 
which type of notice to send, the funeral director is able to explain which 
will be more effective and informative, according to the policies of va¬ 
rious newspapers. 

During visitation hours at the funeral home, the funeral director serves 
an important role in assisting the family in the reception of relatives, 
friends and acquaintances who call to pay their respects. At this time, he 
should be available to aid in religious services or help in any other 
matters which could arise. 

Together with other family members, the appointment of pallbearers 


must be considered. These individuals should be notified, either by the 
funeral director, or the family of their selection and asked to assist. 
Sometimes, honorary pallbearers are chosen, not to assist in carrying the 
casket, but instead to walk ahead of the casket, honoring the memory of 
the deceased. 

Obviously, arrangements will vary according to the individual situa 
tion and the wishes of the family. It is important, throughout the planning, 
to remember the need to encourage a realistic approach among the 
members of the family of the deceased. They must face the reality that 
someone they love has died, and they ust make the needed adjustments to 
the fact of life. There is a need for support in this time of sorrow. This 
suffering will be lessened by the sympathetic support of others. Relatives 
and friends can be of immeasurable help to the bereaved. The funeral can 
be a valuable experience as it meets the religious, social and emotional 
needs of the mourners. The arrangements for the funeral are particularly

Vermeulen is the funeral director 
for three area funeral homes located 
in Detroit, Westland and Plymouth. 

He daily deals with a task that he 
readily admits and accepts as that 
which people vehemently try to deny 
dealing with - the death of their 
loved ones. 

Inevitably, it is those closest to the 
deceased upon which the responsi¬ 
bility lies for funeral arrangements 
- a task Vermeulen says is difficult 
at best, impossible at the worst. 

For those whom funerals connote 
an unpleasant task, which includes 
virtually all who wait until the death 
of a loved one rather than plan 
ahead, Vermeulen responds as 
such: 

“Funerals are not for the dead, 
they are for the living. No one is in¬ 
vited but all may attend.” 

A simply theory to follow, he sug¬ 
gests, if you accept the comfort and 
sympathy extended by friends and 
designed specifically to ease you out 
of your pain. 

“I think often people think about 
some of this but they don’t think ab¬ 
out the people who remain,” Ver¬ 
meulen said. “If there is love and 
attachment there, they’re going to 
have to make Some big adjust¬ 
ments.” 

Vermeulen offers a variety of pre¬ 
planned funerals, including video 
tapes explaining funeral arrange¬ 
ments to those dealing with teaching 
children about death. 


The key word, he says, is planning 
ahead. 

“When people are in grief, it’s 
very difficult to be sensible, ration¬ 
al,” he explained. “That’s what I’m 
here for ... to be sensitive to their 
needs.” 

Vermeulen suggests visiting a 
funeral director before a death 
occurs. This way, he said, you Can sit 
down in a comfortable frame of 
mind and discuss the economics, as 
well as emotional, needs of planning 
a funeral. 

“When you go to buy a car, you 
don’t just buy the first one you see, 
do you?” he questioned. “The same 
should apply to a funeral home. You 
should ask questions, check out 
prices.” 

The biggest obstacle in getting 
through funeral arrangements, 
either before of during a death, he 
said, is overcoming the desire to 
deny death. 

Most people don’t want to talk ab¬ 
out death, he said, because they’ve 
had bad experiences in dealing with 
death themselves. Or because they 
can’t except the ‘reality’ of„death. 

“In the past, funeral directors we¬ 
ren’t doing what they should have 
done; they failed to meet the needs 
of the individual in dealing with 
grief,” he said. “We were some¬ 
times too mechanical in our 
approach.” 

Today, funeral directors 
approach the topic with renewed 


appreciation for their clients. In 
fact, it took a personal tragedy for 
Vermeulen to recognize that he 
needed to revamp his attitude to¬ 
ward providing for others. 

After a death in his family, he was 
able to determine what others might 
need in the event, as in this case, of 
the death of an enfant. 

“I had never realized the import¬ 
ance of a mother holding her child 
after his death until then,’’ he said, 
“but when you consider a mother 
has carried that child for nine 
months, who else but a mother can 
feel that closeness, that bond?” 

Vermeulen’s approach to an en¬ 
fant or child’s death is one laced with 
sympathy and gentleness. 

He personally addresses children.

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Veterans offered special burial benefits

With the rising costs of funerals and 
private burials, many Americans are 
beginning to take a second look at 
National Cemeteries and burial sub¬ 
sidized by the Veterans’ Administra¬ 
tion. 

Arthur Selikoss, regional director 
for public and consumer affairs for 
the Veterans' Administration Region 
III, reported that the demand for VA 
burials is growing. 

“We now have more than 100 
cemeteries throughout the country. 
This is land that used to be run by the 
Army,” Selikoss said. 

In Michigan, the VA has just re¬ 
cently opened a new facility in Augus¬ 
ta, near Battle Creek. The site is the 
former Fort Custer. 

Selikoss explained that a VA burial 
can save hundreds of dollars for any 
past or present member of the U.S. 
Armed Forces. In addition, spouces 
of U.S. Veterans are eligible to be 
buried in the national cemeteries free 
of charge. 

Some veterans, however, opt to not 
be buried in the rather limited num¬ 
ber of national cemeteries. The VA 
takes care of these individuals as 
well. Selikoss said, by giving a funer¬ 
al and burial subsidy. This funding 
can be up to $450 and can be used to 
purchase a headstone or to defray the 
costs of the private burial. 

Burial in either the national facili¬ 


ties or in a private cemetery is usual¬ 
ly arranged by the funeral directors, 
according to Selikoss. However, he 
said that if the task is left to the family 
members of the veteran, they should 
call the nearest VA office. 

In the Detroit area, consumers 
may call the VA at 1-800- 482-0740 or 
964-5110. 

Selikoss also offered a few helpful 
answers to questions frequently 
asked by persons applying for VA bu¬ 
rial and funeral benefits. More de¬ 
tailed and further information re¬ 
quests should be directed to the above 
numbers. 

Q: Is it true that burials in Veter¬ 
ans’ Administration national 
cemeteries are made without distinc¬ 
tion to race, creed, national origin, 
military rank or awards? 

A: Yes. All veterans eligible for bu¬ 
rial in a VA national cemetery are 
afforded equal rights when burial 
sites are selected. 

Q: Didn’t several national 
cemeteries at one time have disting¬ 
uished service, officer or other spe¬ 
cial burial sections ? 

A: Yes, when the National Cemet¬ 
ery System was the responsibility of 
the Department of the Army. Segre¬ 
gated burial sections were discon¬ 
tinued in the late 1960s because they 
were considered a form of discri¬ 
mination. 

Q: If I am eligible to be buried next 
to a love one buried in what was at one 


time a special burial section, am I 
guarnteed a burial space adjacent to 
the occupied gravesite? 

A: Yes. Those few persons who 
have gravesites reserved next to 
their spouses can be assured that re¬ 
servations will be honored. 

Q: What happened to the unusual 
burial space in the segregated por¬ 
tions that once existed? 

A: Unused portions of special sec¬ 
tions are being incorporated into reg¬ 
ular burial areas with the gravesites 


used for any eligible veteran, veter¬ 
an’s spouse or dependent child. 

Q: Have distinguished characteris¬ 
tics like special landscaping that 
separated the special sections been 
altered in national cemeteries? 

A: In some cases, special sections 
have been or are being relandscaped 
in order to obtain maximum use of 
the space and to assure that all veter¬ 
ans are treated equally with the same 
dignity, respect and honor earned by 
every veteran. 
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The High cost of dying

Ben Franklin said it best when he 
noted that “..in this world nothing is 
certain but death and taxes”. 

And to that statement one should 
add: “To avert the high cost of dying 
set aside funds, or pre-arrange to pay 
funeral costs now.” 

That’s the advice from most 
funeral directors in the area. 

“It makes good business sense,” 
said David C. Brown, of Brown 
Funeral Home in Belleville, “that if 
you can pre-arrange or pre-fund 


those costs, do them now. Although 
the funeral costs have stabilized 
over the past two to three years, they 
are still going up by an average of 3 
percent annually.” 

Brown said that the major expend¬ 
iture in funeral costs are associated 
with the cemetery. 

“When you consider that it will 
cost you between $250 to $500 for a 
cemetery plot, plus between $300 to 
$450 to open and close the grave and 
an additional $1,500 for a vault for 
the casket, you can see that it begins 
to add up.” 

Brown pointed out that more and 


more people are coming to him and 
discussing pre-arrangement. 

“What happens here is that the in¬ 
dividual will place funds in a CD 
(Certificate of Deposit) which will 
earn the going interest rates and 
when the need for the money 


sedan, casket coach, casket, intern¬ 
ment receptacle and even a gift to 
the church, (usually if one is not a 
member of the church). 

One must also remember there will

arises,it will be there. 

“The best advice I can offer fami¬ 
lies at this moment would be to dis¬ 
cuss pre-funding of funeral costs 
now, so when the need occurs they 
will be prepared.” 

Other cost considerations include 
and are often overlooked are death 
certificates, (needed for legal docu¬ 
mentation) newspaper obituary 
announcements-The Detroit News 
charges $111.74 for a two-day 
announcement, while the Detroit 
Free Press’ cost is about $90. 

There are other costs such as the 
hearse transfer of the deceased to 
the funeral home, Michigan Sales 
Taxes, organist (if you desire to em¬ 
ploy one) along with a long list 
of other expenditures such as ack¬ 
nowledgment cards, funeral car or 


and the inscription on the grave 
stone. 

Jerry Pawlus, of Pawlus Roberts 
Bros. Funeral Home, also of Belle¬ 
ville, points out that families 
‘‘should communicate with one 
another to make sure they agree on 
what they want.” 

Funerals are emotional, and 
touchy,” Pawlus adds, “they can 
bring families together and some¬ 
times divide them. There are some 
tough decisions to be made at a time 
when they are grieving. One should 
try to get all the information they 
can before decisions are made.” 

Pawlus adds that pre¬ 
arrangement (of funeral costs) “de¬ 
finitely would help, but again these 
decisions should be made only after 
deliberation and communication 
with ail of those concerned.”

important in giving those remaining some useful, meaningful and helpful 
ways to express themselves. 

There are various forms of tributes from which to choose, according to 
what seems most appropriate for the deceased. This might include a 
eulogy or personal remarks, either by the clergyman or a close personal 
friend. Biblical passages, favorite poetry or other appropriate readings 
may be chosen. As the services are planning with the clergyman, he can 
assist in deciding on selections that will ass to to total service. 

The selected clergyman will probably recommend music for the ser¬ 
vice, both for its beauty and symbolic significance. He can help choose 
something appropriate from a wide range of musical selections. Many 
families choose traditional hymns, often with a soloist or singing group to 
add to instrumental music. Some families will prefer to use more contem¬ 
porary selections, either instrumental or vocal. Actually, the important 
measure of the music selected is that it be a meaningful tribute to the 
deceased. 
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Dealing with dying, a part of life

Even as hard as it is knowing of the 
terminally-ill condition of a loved 
one, psychologists recommend an 
awareness of the common traits 
associated with death which can 
make the grieving and adjustment 
process easier for both the dying pa¬ 
tient and his family. 

In his book. Looking at Ourselves, 
James Geiwitz explained that the 
problems of adjustment, which in¬ 
clude coping with loneliness, sorrow 
and re-alignment of day-to-day liv¬ 
ing, are common psychological feel¬ 
ings expressed by the family of one 
who has died. With these feelings also 
come a mourning period, resent¬ 
ment, insecurity, loss of sleep and 
appetite - all of which make the death 
encounter an easier one to accept. 

But Geiwitz also pointed out that 
many people forget to realize what 
psychological feelings and emotions 
a dying patient experiences once he 
himself realizes his destiny. The 
psycholgist split the dying process 
into five major divisions for the vic¬ 


tim of an inevitably close death - de¬ 
nial, anger, bargaining, depression 
and final acceptance. Geiwitz feels 
that an understanding of these stages 
by family members can make the 
dying process an easier one for the 
patient and family both. 

The first stage, denial, finds the 
dying victim totally oblivious to his 
own fate. Patients are commonly 
known to ignore their physical condi¬ 
tions in this stage which can lead to a 
weaker and even sicker condition. 

Next, according to Geiwitz, comes 
the acute anger and hatred for just 
about everyone involved. Family 
members can lessen the burden of the 
stage by understanding this hatred 
and, if nothing more, accept it and 
live with it. 

Bargaining, the third stage, sees 
the patient making deals with him¬ 
self, doctors, God, Satan and to 
whomever he may feel could save 
him from this doom. This stage quick¬ 
ly evolves into a depression period, a 
stage that many times can be exten¬ 
sive. 

Geiwitz explained that this de¬ 
pression can extend to family mem¬ 


bers as well if this normal death stage 
is not understood and accepted. Once 
again, a mere coping with this next- 
to-last stage can make death an 
easier process psychologically for all 
involved. 

Finally, the dying patient will 
accept his fate and come to terms 
with his destiny. In this stage, many 
' people re-establish contacts with 
close friends, take final vacations 
and explore what they have not yet 
done in life. 

The psychologist explained that 
the entire death process can be easier 
for the family and the patient if the

approaching the topic with a much 
delicacy and personal know-how as 
a man with seven grandchildren and 
a life-time of dealing with death can. 

“You’d be amazed at how many 
people appreciate that first and last 
chance to place clothing on their 
child - it meets an emotional need 
for them.’’ 

Meeting emotional needs are as 
important for Vermeulen as meet¬ 
ing the funeral arrangements. Re¬ 
sponsible for putting together some 
semblance of order out of a natural¬ 
ly mixed up situation, he must anti¬ 
cipate, even before the arrange¬ 
ments are finalized, how the be¬ 
reaved family will act and adjust af¬ 
ter the funeral. 

Oftimes. he said, a family set on a 
particular plan find themselves, 
afterward, regretting not having 
made other arrangements. 

This, Vermeulen said, can lead to 
severe after effects and sometimes 
to psychological counseling. 

“That’s why I try to encourage an 
open casket,” he explained. “And

common five traits are understood. 
He illustrated his point by saying that 
death is an inescapable fact of life 
and should be taken as a less fear¬ 
some and more accepted part of 
living. 

One dying journalist, Stewart 
Alsop, perhaps indentified with 
Geiwitz’s ideals best right before 
dying by accepting that inevitable 
fact of life and learning to deal with it 
accordingly. Alsop said, “A dying 
man needs to die as a sleepy man 
needs to sleep and there comes a time 
when it is wrong, as well as useless, to 
resist.” 


why I try to include children in 
visitations. It’s important psycholo¬ 
gically to see these things because 
through seeing, we learn to accept 
death.” 

Vermeulen advocates talking to 
children about death and preparing 
them fdr what they’ll see at a 
funeral. 

Many times, he said, families ex¬ 
clude children from services, failing 
to recognize that children, like 
adults, experience the loss of a loved 
one but in a different manner. 

“Parents often tell kids about 
grandma’s death by saying she’s 
sleeping,” he said. “But they know 
she isn’t sleeping-it’s the next day 
and she’s not waking up.” 

Perhaps the image is too harsh for 
parents to deal with but saves the 
child from later wondering what 
happened to ‘grandma’. 

“Children have got to see all the 
steps,” he said. “It’s the best way to 
see and explain reality. They’ll get 
over their grief much better that 
way.”
